Both the Willow road extension 

_ and the proposed widening of Santa

George Lang, 846 Oak Grove aven- 
ue, objected to the proposed closing 
of Santa Cruz avenue from El Cam- 
ino Real to University drive. He said 
it would “throw traffic all over the 
city,” necessitating eventual widen- 
ing of several presently-residential 
streets. 

Mrs. Milton Smith, 1101 Hobart 
street, asked why Menlo Park was 
called on to provide the east-west 
arteries. 

J. P. Becker, 7il Regal court, 
observed that apparently “no con- 
sideration was being given resi- 
ents near Willow road. 

“FE don’t see why we should have 
to give Stanford something to help 
them sell their real estate,” he 
said. 

John Wilson, attorney represent- 
ing Lou Zickman, Ravenswood av- 
enue property owner, asked why 
Ravenswood avenue was proposed to 
be widened, was told because of traf- 
‘ic which would be generated in the 
citv’s professional zone. 

Harry Carskadon asked if it would 
be possible to “get a guarantee” that 
all widening of the same street be 
dene with land taken from the south 
side of the avenue. He owns land at 
430 Ravenswood. 

HITS PROPOSAL 

Irving F. Dunn said he was op- 
posed to the streets and highways 
plans; pointed out that, because of 
opposition, projected Oak Grove and 
Menlo avenue widening had been 
changed in a manner which would 
eut down central business district 
parking as proposed; said other pro- 
jects could also be dropped in like 
manner. 

He also questioned the closing ot 
Santa Cruz avenue, and pointed out 
that “staggered” cross streets were 
considered desirable only a few years 
ago. 

Thomas Mullen, 1303 Winder- 
mere avenue, tossed a bouquet: 

“Let’s not go back to the horse 
and buggy days,” he said. 

Peter Raugi, owner of business 
district property, opposed closing 
Santa Cruz avenue, said it would 


| force drivers to continually “look at 


the south end of the horse,” that is, 
the backs of the stores. 

Katherine MacLean, 2036 Liberty 
Park avenue, suggested that Santa 
Cruz avenue should only be-closed 
at El Camino Real. This would pro- 
vide parking in front of stores, she 
added, but keep “through” traffic 
off the street. 

LAUDS PLANS 

Harry Arnold, 5 Pembroke place, 
lauded the proposed streets and 
highways plan, said its one fault 
might be that it doesn’t go far en- 
ough. 

He also called on the commission 
to consider the over-all cost of sub- 
dividing in setting widths of residen- 
tial streets. Street improvement 
costs now average $1200 a lot, he 
said; wider residential streets might 
raise this to $1200,. and leave less 
land available for building. . .

Ideas Offered 
As Approaches 
To Master Plan 


Three new plans for development 
of offstreet parking in the central 
business district, suggested as alter- 
rates to recommendaticns in the ci- 
ty’s proposed master plan, were 
promulgated this week. They are: 

1. Formation of a districtwide 
“corporation.” Persons who give 
up their (at present) commercial- 
ly-zoned land would be given 
shares in the ownership of the 
business district as a whole. 

2. Building of double - decked 
parking garages on the existing 
parking plaza sites. 

3. Take some more property off 
lots facing Oak Grove and Menlo 
avenues, but leave enough for 
cemmercial development. 

The new plans were suggested by 
Dr. Harry Foley, owner of a lot fac- 
jing 621 Oak Grove avenue. 

“T have given a lot of thought to 
the proposed master plan, and have 
ecme up with these alternatives 
thus far,” Dr. Folev said. “I believe 
that, even though fair value is paid. 
say, for property facing Oak Grove 
avenue the Santa Cruz property 
owners will benefit more than 
those who have to sell their com- 
mercial property for offstreet park- 
ing spaces. 

“On this basis, the plan is ethic- 
ally unfair and morally wrong; one 
group has to give up its property for 
the benefit of another. 

SEES BENEFITS 

“But if all the commercial pro- 
perty is ‘pooled,’ all will benefit. 

“Owners of existing commercial 
properties will not have to pay large 
assessments for the land being con- 
demned, and all will share in the 
profits. Everyone will be sharing the 
risks «nd the benefits.” 

Dv. Foley explained that, in his 
view, membership in the corporation 
could be thade a voluntary thing 
Those who might nct wish to join ir 
the corporation would not have to 
do so; owners of land in the parking 
lot area could take fair value for 
their property. 

The second plan, Dr. Foley said, 
would “double present parking 
without using'a single square foot 
ef additional ground. This would 
me2n that assesments for the “sec- 
ond story” of the parking lot would 
be low, since there would be no 
land acquisition costs. 

Too, with business frontage on 
Cuk Grove avenue retained, the cost 
of the structures would be spread 
over a larger economic base. 

Turining to the third plan, Dr 
Foley explained that, in the case of 
his holding, he has a lot 120 feet 
feet deep. He said that he would be 
“more than willing” to have some 
more land taken off the rear and 
made a part of the existing parking 
plaza, “just so fhey leave me some- 
thing.” 

Foley said taking 40 feet off the 
rear of his lot would still leave room 
for an economically efficient store. 

He pointed out that the recom- 
mendations could be ccmbined in 
several ways. 

If the area were completely devel- 
oped commercially, he also pointed 
out, the two-story parking structure: 
would be completely masked from 
view from streets surrounding them.

Youth Dies of Burns 
' Incurred in Mishap 
+ At EPA Scrap Yard 


A 19-year-old San Mateo youth 
died at Palo Alto hospital Sunday, 
the victim of third degree burns 
suffered Saturday when he became 
a “human torch” while attempting 
to remove a gas tank frem:an auto at 
an East Palo Alto scrap metals yard 
by using an acetylene torch. 

The dead lad was James A. Hale, 
son of Larry F. Hale of 33 North 
Fremont street, San Mateo. He was 
buried Tuesday. 

According to Chief Thomas F. 
Cuff of the Menlo Park Fire Dis- 
trict. Hale was working at a yard 
at 1995 Bay rcad at the time of the 
mishap, the latter witnessed by 
Thomas Casey of 1363 Henderson av- 
enue. 

Casey told investigators that he 
was some distance from the yard 
at the time. He said he heard a 
“boom,” looked up, and saw Hale, 
clothes afire, runnng along a 
stretch of roadway. Hale exting- 
uished his blazing clothes by div- 
ing into a mud puddle and “roll- 
ing” the fire out, the witness said. 

Casey called the sheriff's office 
and an ambulance, and the fire dis- 
trict was summoned at 2:12 p. m. 

The car on which Hale had been 
working also burned. 

Firemen said the youth had been 
warned against using the acetylene 
torch near the gas tank, but had ap- 
parently proceeded to do so after the 
proprietor of the yard had left the 
vicinity of the work.

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WHO'S GOT THE ‘PINK SLIP’? 


We can’t get it out of heads* that there’s a parallel— 
and a lesson——in the saga of the girl who reportedly parlayed 
a 1941 car into a 1951 convertible and the saga of Menlo 
Park's proposed new master plan. 

* And the lesson in it seems to be that you get what you 
pay for. 

Starting with an old automobile, the girl went to a 1946 
model and then to a 1951 model and took a trip. 

Menlo Park started with a few acres of open land and has 
parlayed that into a city with more than $21,500,000 in 
assessed valuation, and the city is ‘‘traveling’’—we hope to- 
ward a brighter and better future. 

The significant difference between the stories lies in 
the pink slip. The.girl didn’t bother to get one signed, 
the police say. Menlo Park has its “pink slip” in the form 
of thousands of deeds duly signed, conveyed, and recorded. 

But there are those who feel that Menlo Park, with its new 
master plan, is attempting a further parlay without em 


of pink slip. They feel that the proposal to take some land for 
parking areas or to down-zone some commercial property to 
residential is “‘confiscatory” or ‘unfair’ or is ‘a steal.” 

We still believe that you get what you pay for and that, in 
the long view, no one is going to be robbed. * * 

We think the girl got what she paid for in her auto trading. 
She worked hard to convince the dealers she was.on the up- 
and-up. For that work she got a trip ina 1951 car. 

Now, how will the property owners come out if the master 
plan goes through? 

The persons whose property is bought—remember it is to 
be bought, not just ‘’taken’’—will receive cash for their prop- 
erty. Many feel they are being forced to give up the future 
increase in their land value, by which others will profit. 

On the other hand, they will not have to go on poying 
taxes on valuable commercial property until it is developed 
or until they mortgage themselves to do their own devel- |

That is what we are talking about. If the property owners 
whose land is bought for parking get a fair price for their land 
today, the money can be used in such a way that they will 'be 
just as well off as those whose property remains. 

Then there are those who feel they would lose value if 
commercial property were rezoned for multiple-dwelling resi- 
dential use. 

But most of the lots proposed to be so rezoned ore not 
now being fully used. More paper value they may have, 
but taxes are being paid an that paper value and little 
revenue is being produced. 

If store buildings:were put on.all the commercial land, there 
would be far more stores than this area could support. Cer- 
tainly the owners of the property will not profit from a long 
series of broken leases, broke tenants, and empty stores. 

If, however; economically sound apartment buildings are 
constructed on the property, the owners stand to realize a fair 
and steady income that will reflect profitably the true value 
of their land. We feel this is better than holding and ipaying 
taxes on property with a higher paper value, but a lower revenue. 

There may be—there doubtless are—inequities in the pro- 
posed means of working out the master plan. But we believe 
they are mostly in details of valuation that can be adjusted 
through the public hearings and negotiation. (And a deed 
signed for a fair price is the ‘pink slip” in this deal.) 

If the plan is, as we believe, economically sound as the 
basis for a brighter, pleasanter and more prosperous future for 
this city as a whole, then the city as whole will benefit and the: 
entire city—and every one of its residents—will get what it 
pays for.****

The major protests received by 


the planning commissicn relative to 
the master plan appear to be divided 
into three categories: 


These are: 

1.—From persons with property 
zened commercial. which it is pro- 
posed to. one residential under the 
master plan; 

2.—From persons. whose present 
commecial and residential. proper- 
ty. it is proposed to acquire for 
parking; 

3.—From -persons who live on 
major streets which under . the 

master plan are to be widened. 

The first protest has the most bas- 
ic merit. 

Commerzial zoning in Menlo Park 
as its boundaries stood prior to the 
Belle Haven and North Palo Alto 
annexations, followed a compact and 
logical pattern. 

The commercial (or industrial) 
zoning followed both sides of El 


:} Camino Real and Santa Cruz aven- 


ue to University, together with one 
side of Oak Grove for two blocks 
from El Camino. 

Outside of this* contiguous .area 
the balance of the city was undis- 
turbed by any commercial or in- 
dustrial use. 

The “ribbon” commercial develop- 
ment on El Camino for its entire 
length is an obsolete type, and the 
lower values as compared with San- 
ta Cruz avenue attest this fact. Nev- 
ertheless, the use is well established 
and rather completely developed, 
and the adjoining residential areas 
are adjusted to it. 

In the areas annexed easterly 
of Middlefield road. we inherited a 
carload of zoning headaches, Sev- 
eral commercial zones were spot- 
ted amid residential areas, some 
geod, some questionable. 

Ribbon commercial zoning com- 
prised almost the whole of Willow 
road and all of the Bayshore front- 
age. 

In order to rationalize this situa- 
tion our planning consultants made 
some drastic recommendations which 
would greatly reduce the commercial 
zoning in this area, turning much 
commercial zoning back to residen- 
tial. 

To the extent that this zoning 
change weuld reduce property val- 
wes, those having existing com- 
mercial zoning would have a real 

e. : 

That this is not the case in some 
instanees, at least, is the fact that 
apartment buildings are now being 
constructed on some of the com- 
mercial property proposed to be 
so rezoned. 

Much of the commercial zoning 
Was done years ago, and distributed 
with high pressure salesmanship to 
owners residing in all parts of the 
United States. 

The extent to which the city has 
a moral obligation to secure max- 
imum salvage for these owners who 
paid extravagant prices in the 
1920’s is questionable. 

The problem of reducing land 
value -threugh rezoning without 
provision for compensation is a 
moral one which must be decided 
by the planning commission and 
the city council in the light of the 
public interest. 

One of my fellow councilmen re- 
marked that if the city had no mor- 
al obligation to reduce values 
through rezoning to. residential, then 
perhaps the city should make a flat 
charge of $100 per front foot for any 
property zoned in the future for 
commercial use. 

Those protesting the zoning cf 
their commercial property to resi- 
dential may be assured that both 
the planning commission and coun- 
cil will give their problems the most 
serious consideration.

A double reminder concerning na- 
tional service life insurance bene- 
fits was issued today to veterans in 
the San Mateo county area who majp 
be returning to active service. and tq 
Korea servicemen coming home from§ 
active duty. 

Floyd D. Granger, veterans serv 
ice officer of San Mateo county 
counseled former servicemen wh 
have pre-Korea NSLI policies tq 
hold on to their government life inf 
surance if they. return to service. 

They may use their premium 
waiver privileges to defer monthly 
insurance payments on term-level 
policies while on active duty, he 
pointed out, and resume pa yments 
when they are discharged. Service- 
men with insurance waivers are 
protected by free $10,009 govern- 
ment indemnity while on duty. 

He added a word of caution te 
service-bound veterans who maj 
want to waive payments on thei 
permanent-type NSLI policies. Since 
only part of these premiums are de- 
ferable, policyholders should obtain} 
advice before waiving payments S0 
that their policies will not lapse. 

At the.same time, Granger urg- 
ed returning servicemen who don’ 
hold national service life insurance 
to apply for the special five-year 
level premium term policy which 
is available to post-Korea veter- 
ans, It is obtainable only within 


their disabilities are rated as serv- 
ice-connected, Granger explained. 
“Government life insurance is 
one of the soundest continuing 
benefits a veteran can have,” te 
service officer remarked.

The red-hot molten lava flecked through the 
cold black lava like “creeping spider webs”, Mrs. Severin expained, “and 
all the activity, unlike that of Mauna Loa, too place deep within the 
crater, never breaking through the sides to endanger the countryside.” 

On their first day the Severins watched the rite of the “hukilau”, where 
natives combine forces to drag in a large net of fish. According to tra- 


A “luau”, or native banquet, followed the hukilau. Food served at the 
feast included raw fish, roast pig, pineapples and sweet potatoes. 

The Severins stayed at Waikiki for two weeks, then spent the re- 
mainder of the trip visiting other island in the group. On Maui they 
were guests of Paul Fagan, owner of the San Francisco Seals. i 

Another high point of the vacation, reminisced Mrs. Severin, was a| 
tour of the “Arizona”, sunk on December 7, 1941, and now with decks 
almost completely awash. According to-Mrs. Severin, a number of bodies 
are still imprisoned on the ship, since divers have been unable to extricate 
them. The “Arizona” now serves as a memorial in the harbor. and after 
ten and a half years is yet oozing oil—perhaps serving as a reminder that 
| she is not fully “dead”.

| Ham Slices” recipe should be in order. | 
This concoction, fathered by Wallace O. Jones of Menlo Park, appeared 
/in Sunset magazine, and being a man’s recipe. stresses leisurely cooking: 
You take 1 tablespoon of dry mustard; a half tablespoon of powdered | 
‘ginger: 1 cup of spiced peach syrup (or any other spiced fruit syrup) | 
and ham slices cut one-fourth to three-eighths of an inth thick. 


| Then you make a paste with the dry mustard and gingtr, by edding 
ithe syruv slowly. Stir until the mixture becomes smooth. As for the 
meat, trim most of the fat away, and paint one side with the sauce, 
| placing the ham slice—sauce side down—about 12 inches above a slow 
| charcoal f‘re. Then paint the topside of the ham—turn it often and keep | 
jit moist with the sauce.
